The most important and probably the 
only one to which there will be any op- 
position, is in regard to the justice 
courts. 

Under the proposed amendment Ann 
Arbor is to have but one justice, and 
that justice must be a lawyer. This

newspaper, Prof. Worcester, of the 


University of Michigan, recently ap- | 


pointed a member of the commission to 
determine the wisest form of govern- 
ment for the Philippines, has decided 
one important point before going to the 
trouble of making an Official visit to 
the islands. He is convinced that the 
United States cannot give up the archi- 
pelago and leave the natives to work 
out their own destiny. 

As this is the most important matter 
to be determined, the professor is to be 
congratulated upcn the expeditivus 
manner in which he has pursued his 
judicial inquiry into the subject.

We are 
not sure but that his judicial finding, if 
accurately reported, precludes the ne- 
cessity of his going to the Philippines 
with the rest of the commission.

It is proposed 
that each supervisor shall write out the 
rames of 40 competent men in his par- 
ticular ward. On the Wednesday be- 
fore the first Monday in each month, 
the justice of the peace, the city clerk 
ard city marshal shall meet and draw 
out two names from the 40 in each ward 
and the 14 names thus drawn out shall 
eonstitute the jury panel for that month 
tə try civil cases where a jury is de- 
manded by either of the litigants. The 
jurymen thus selected shall receive #2 
per day for their services. 

The Times counted up the number cf 
juries which served in civil cases in 
Justice Duffy’s court during the entire 
year of isx¥s, and found them to be 
eight only. This would look as if there 
will be some months when there wiil be 
no jury cases ready for trial, but under 
the charter as it is proposed to amend 
it, each cue of the 14 jurymen will Le 
entitled to his $2 for appearing. at the 
court ready-to serve, and this means 
that the city will be out 328 for thai 
month. If there happens to be a jury

case ready on the first day of the term, 


the losing litigant will have to pay $v 
jury fees. Now in case there is a jury 
trial ready for the first day of every 
term let us look at a few figures. 

To 14 jurors at $2 each appearing on 
the first Monday in each month—~2s, 

It does not take very much figuring to 
ascertain that 12 times $28 is $306, which 
is tne very least amount that the city 


| will have to pay for, jurors in one year. 


Now, besides.this, it must be taken into 
cunsideration that the office of justice 
of the peace is a ‘‘fee’’ office, and he 
is entitled to fees for every official act 
which he performs. For his work in 
drawing the 14 jurors from the seven 
wards he would be entitled to $1.50 each 
time he serves in this capacity, and 


there being 12 months in the year this 


would soak on $18 more which would 


make the minimum amount which the 


city could be let off as $336 plus $18, 
which is $354. | 

The city clerk and city marshal who 
assist in drawing the panel are salaried 
officers, and would not get any fees for 
their participation in this work. 

But it should be understood that there 
would be a rebate coming to the city in 
ease of contested cases. The law pro- 
vides that the losing litigant shall pay 
a jury fee of $1 per day for each juror. 
No jury case in justice court lasts more 
than a day, and this wouli nean $6 for 
the trial of the cause which has cost 
the city $28. Let ustake the most fa- 
vorable position of the proponents of 
the amendment, viz.: that of a rebate 
on each day when the city has to pay 
out $28 for the appearance of the jury- 
men. If there is one jury trial for each 
term this would mean the city would 


get a rebate of $72 in the course of a]. 


year. In other words, the city is out 
during the year just $282 to settle the 
civil differences between 24 litigants.

out two names from the 40 in each ward 
and the 14 names thus drawn out shall 
constitute the jury panel for that month 
tə try civil cases where a jury is de- 
manded by either of the litigants. The 
juryen thus selected shail receive 
per day for their services. 

The Times counted up the number cf 
juries which served in ‘civil cases in 
Justice Duffy’s court during the entire 
year of i898, and found them to be 
eight only. This would look as if ihere 
will be some months when there will be 
no jury cases ready for trial, but under 
the charter as it is proposed to amend 
it, each cne of the 14 jurymen will Le 
entitled to his $2 for appearing. at the 
court ready-to serve, and this means 
that the city will be out $28 for thai 
month. If there happens to be a jury 
case ready on the first day of the term, 
the losing litigant will have to pay $v 
jury fees. Now in case there is a jury 
trial ready for the first day cf every 
term let us look at a few figures. 
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‘To 14 jurors at $2 each appearing on } 


the first Monday in each month—s2s, 
It does not take very much iiguring to 
ascertain that 12 times $28 is $336, wiich 


is tne very least amount that the city’ 


wiil have to pay for jurors in one year. 
Now, besides.tihis, it must be taken into 
consideration that the office of justice 
of the peace is a ‘‘fee’’ office, and he 
is entitled to fees for every official act 
which he performs. For his work in 
drawing the 14 jurors from the seven 
wards he would be entitled to $1.50 each 
time he serves in this capacity, and 
there being 12 months in the year this 
would soak on $18 more which would 


make the minimum amount which the 


city could be let off as $336 plus $18, 
which is $354. | 

The city clerk and city marshal who 
assist in drawing the panel are salaried 
officers, and would not get any fees for 
their participation in this work. 

But it should be understood that there 
would be a rebate coming to the city in 
case of contested cases. The law pro- 
vides that the losing litigant shall pay 
a jury fee of $1 per day for each juror. 
No jury case in justice court lasts more 
than a day, and this wouli nean $6 for 
the trial of the cause which has cost 
the city $28. Let ustake the most fa- 
vorable position of the proponents of 
the amendment, viz.: that of a rebate 
on each day when the city has to pay 
out $28 for the appearance of the jury- 
men. If there is one jury trial for each 
term this would mean the city would 


get a rebate of $72 in the course of a]. 


year. In other words, the city is out 
during the year just $282 to settle the 
civil differences between 24 litigants. 

Does the city wish to pay $12 apiece 
to each litigant to insure him of this ’99 
model jury?

GIVE POLICEMAN THE LAUGH. 


Horses at the Hill Know They’ll Be 
Helped. 

The southern approach to Clark 

street bridge, Chicago, while not a 

long or steep hill, has always been 


a serious obstacle for horses draw- 
ing very heavy loads to surmount, 
and until recently it was frequent- 
ly the cause of much vexatious de- 


lay to north-bound traffic, particular- 
ly for the street cars, which could not 
be run around tne “stalled? wagon as 
other vehicles could. The difficulty 
was also aggravated by the steady 
stream of wagons crossing on Water 
street at the foot of the hill, which pre- 
cluded the possibility of a flying start. 
Formerly the only thing to be done 
when a team would not or could not 
pull its load up the incline was to block 
the wheels and wait until another 
team could be hitched in front to assist 
or else for the policeman and a num- 
ber of conductors from the delayed 
cars to get behind the wagon and pusb 
This was both slow and tiresome, and 
so a short time ago a remedy was found 
in the shape of a short wooden stake, 
which was put in charge of the police- 
man. Now when a team “stalls” he 
puts one end of the stake against the 
buffer of an electric car and the car is 
moved slowly forward until the other 
end of the stake is against the rear of 
the wagon. Then the motorman turns 
on the current and the wagon is easily 
pushed to the top of the hill without 
any exertion on the part of the horses. 
The bridge policeman, however, says 
that this solution of the problem is 
worse for him than the former difficul- 
ty. He says both the drivers and the 
horses know that they will get a boost 
at the hill, and in consequence he is 
kept busy all day with the stake. Gen- 
erally, he says, the horses turn around 
and give him a horse laugh, and some 
of them are getiing in the habit of stop- 
ping on the bridge as soon as they feel 
the strain of the load, evidently in the 
hope of being pushed farther. Now he 
thinks he will try to have the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals station an officer there to make 
formal complaints of overloading. In 
the meantime he is losing five pounds a 
day ,in weight.

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Aluminum in India.

The area of the south polar 
continent is estimated to be about 
4,000,000 square miles, 1,000,000 more 
than that of the United States, includ- 
ing Alaska.
